DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1, 3, and 5, are allowed, and renumbered 1-3 respectively. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Consider claims 1 and 3, the most pertinent prior art found during the 

examination of the present application, Kim et al. (U.S. Pub. No. 2003/0218995 A1), 
discloses taking measurements in a mobile telecommunications system, the system 
comprising a network of a plurality of cells and at least one user equipment device (UE), 
the method comprising, at the UE: receiving a measurement control set-up command; in 
response setting up the measurements; monitoring for a change in state of the UE and, 
in response to a change in state. However, Kim fails to disclose in response to a change 
in state, the RRC layer issuing a measurement control pause command to layer 1 ; on 
receipt of the measurement control pause command by layer 1, layer 1 stopping taking 
measurements and maintaining the measurement settings initialized previously; 
monitoring for a change in state of the UE and, in response to a change in state, the 
RRC layer issuing a measurement control resume command to layer 1 ; and on receipt 
of the measurement control resume command by layer 1, layer 1 resuming taking 
measurements with the maintained measurement settings. 

Therefore, this limitation, in conjunction with the other limitations recited in claim 
1 and 3 are novel and unobvious in view of Kim, and the prior art of record. 
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Any comments considered necessary by Applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance".
